Mr. (ilenn Frank, I Mm of the Century 
Mngaxine, speaking at the National Conference of the Methodist 
Church in iMrnit, .- few woekn ago, referred to the common fear 
that modern Christian Scholarship in, "digging around the roots 
nf primitive Christi.'inity." would give us a "reduced Christianity." 
"It has now dawned upon us." ho said, "that tho scholars and 
social pioneers who have boon digging around the rnota of primi- 
tive Christianity the past twenty-five years have given us not a 
reduced Christianity, but a rediscovered Christianity; not th? 
nity that has to do wlely with the cultivation of private 
in the individual, but the Christianity that has to do with 
the establishment of a mural order in politics as well: a redis- 
coven d Chri.'tianity that demands a clean soul and a clean so- 
ciety: a rediscovered Christianity that allows no conflict of in- 
terest between the Fvangelist of private interest and the Mission- 
ary of social interest: a rediscovered Christianity that lin.ks on 
a postscript added because of exigencies of the 
Age. but M an integral part of primitive Christianity 
vvhw h is relate! to society as well as the individual. If we are 
to achieve a new order instead of slumping into a new disorder, 
it is imperative that in the future the average citizen maintain 
a tnlerant attitude toward opinion, a demoi ratir attitude toward 
wealth and an aristocratic attitude toward work." 

Mr Krnnk in his discussion will strike fear in many nuarters 
because of the intolerant attitude toward opinion Wo have reach- 
ed tho stage in our freedom nf life that we ran discuss with perfect 
propriety and in complete harmony with Christ, tho opinions of 
Voltaire.

He also referred to General Grant's demand for 
the release of Jefferson Davis, not because he sympathized with 
Jefferson Davis, but because he believed the best interest of Amer- 
ica demanded a men. illation as soon as possible. Right should 
never give quarter to wrong, but the leading thinkers today up- 
on the subject of Christian proirress are demanding a reconstructed 
th. •..!.. gy that will keep pace with the rediscovery of Christianity 
that is taking place t.slay. 

It is absolutely beyond human cnnropti. n to U-lievo that the 
Apo.itlo Paul or Christ himself would act in every way today as he 
lu ted two thousand y.ar~ ago, The fact i . the daily conduct and 
the method of instruction of both Jesus and Paul fit in with the 
I f. ,.f th,- tune ,n whs.h they lived; but the great Christian prin- 
ciples th:it they enunciated an- just now coming to light in th" 
world Christians have been gropiru? for nearly two thousand 
years trying to , lis. over the full meaning of Christ's Hfe, and it 
i~ only where intolerance is practiced that we have a narrow life 
and a reduced Christianity. 

We have In-en interested and pleased with the comments both 
pro and con that have been made upon The Citizen's recent edi- 
torial on a Reconstructed Theology. We take the criticism in the
